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REMARKS 



In the August 29, 2006 Office Action, the Examiner objects to informalities in the 
specification; rejects Claim 31-44 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph; and allows Claims 
1-30 and 45-63. 

Objection to the Specification 

Applicants have amended paragraph 2 to include the serial numbers of the related 
applications. Accordingly, Applicants request the Examiner to withdraw the rejection to the 
disclosure. 

Rejections of Claims 31-44 Under 35 U.S.C. § 112 

Without acquiescing to the Examiner's rejections, Applicants have canceled Claims 31- 
44 without prejudice herewith to speed issuance of the allowed claims. Accordingly, the 
rejections to Claims 31-44 are now moot. Applicants reserve the right to pursue any of the 
canceled claims in a continuation application. 

Amendments to Claims 53 and 60 

Applicants have amended Claim 53 to correct a typographical error, changing "enablea" 
to "enable a." 

Applicants have amended Claim 60 to change from "tangible" medium to "computer- 
readable" medium.
